Division of Power. 

The struggle between the mili- 
tary men and the politicians in 
Japan is historic, The Japanese 
Constitution itself gives evidence 
of the necessity-for-compromise be- 
tween them, for it excludes the 
‘army and navy from the tendency 
toward democratic institutions 
charted in that document by Prince 
Ito. ‘The army and navy stand out 
separately from other administra- 
tive departments. To fill the post 
of Minister of War or Minister of 
Navy, politicians have to bargain 

with these groups; if they do not, 
no Cabinet jcan be formed, In 
any chart of expression of senti- 
ment by, the Japanese people . the 

army and navy stand close to the 

top of the scale, only the .Em- 
peror and the peers of the blood be- 
ing higher. The politicians are 
close to the bottom of the scale in 
the estéem of the public, , Not un- 
commonly they gain their ‘seats by 
barter and the bribery of voters, by 
agreements to serve special in- 
terests and ‘causes, often by sub- 
ventions from mercantile. houses 
hoping for contracts. 

To the man in ‘the street the 
party politician is usually a .per- 
son to be distrusted. 

The military man, on the other 
hand, appears as a heroic individual 
whose group has elevated. Japan 
from a ‘amall island kingdom off the 
coast of China to one of the five 
great powers of the earth. Where-, 
as the politician:has.often involved 


Japan in difficulties, the military 


hero has brought her glory. It 
can ‘be argued that the politician

Japan is dependent upon the sale 
of raw silk in the United States 
and manufactured cotton goods in 
China. Owing to’ high wages, a 
rising cost of living, variable, ex- 
change, the world depreasion and 
the difficulties in China, her exports 
for raw silk and manufactured cot- 
ton yoods have decreased. In 1929, 
she exported yen. 949,988,000 of 
silk. in 1930, yen 580,718,000; the 
latter figure will be considerably 
reduced for 1931 and 1982 when 
the reports-are published. .---In-1929 
Japan exported yen 453,349,000 of 
cotton yarns and: materials; in 
1980, yen 298,200,000; in 1981 and 
1982, the further reduction has 
been cataclysmic. : 

Trade with China in 1980 fell 81 
ner cent. below that of 1929. The 
year 1931. represented a decrease of 
22 per cent. under 1980. Whereas 
in 1980 exports to China fell 25 per 
cént.. in 1931 they fell 40 per cent. 
The Sino-Japanese’ war brought 
trade between the, two countries to 
a standstill for many months dur- 
ing 1981 and 1982. 

Since 19265, agricultural and for- 
estry prodicts in Japan have de- 
clined in value from yen 4,819,000,- 
000 to ‘yen 2,260,000,000. The 
American commercial attache in 
Tokyo estimates that the average 
Japanese farmer nets only between 
yen 100 and“yen 180 ($50 to $90)

Mr. Lee was born on Decem-
